The office of the ‘“‘Independent” wouldn't 
hold the telephone the Post- 
Dispatch local room unless they were folded 
That was not the way in the time be- 
fore the paper was Miss Herbert's. Then 
the office was large. Sie rented a smaller 
room, and this is her reason. 

“Those at work don't have to do s0 much 
walking. Everything is right at hand.”’ 

The type cases are on one side with the 
press in the back, A big stove in the mid- 
die of the room makes heat for nress end 
printer. The editorial desk looks out on 
Frederick street, the main street of town. 
There are no ribbons on the desk, no deco- 
rated penwipers. Only business-likc bcoks 
and notes on copy paper. 

The floor is clean and the windows shiny. 
When days are busy two men and the devil 
work in the office. Usually but one man 
is there, George T. Everett, a man who 
has had a large newspaper experience and 
who haa a business interest in the paper. 
Miss Herbert loves this office as I loved 
playhouse when I was a little girl. 
She cannot work the heavy press, but 
she tries. She has not mastered the work 
of typesetting, but she will. 

She has never turned in a line of copy 
for her own paper. She wants to be sure 
before she makes the first attempt, though 
she has written for other papers. 

The Independent is an eight-page quarto 
and you can judge of its popularity when 
I tell you that I had to hunt ardund for 
a copy of the last edition. There wasn't 
one left in the office except those that 
were needed for the files. 

The circulation department of the Inde- 
pendent is managed right there in the 
same dinky office where the printing is 
done. Don't say “bargains’’ when I tell 
you how Miss Herbert has settled the cir- 
culation question. 

“Our subscription price is $1 a year in 
advance and $1.50 if the payment is made 
at the end of the year. It wasn't that 
way before.

Charles R. Spicer, president and organizer | 
of the club, who is completing the equip- 
ping of the clubrooms. Says that the in- 
tention of the club has been much mis- 
understood, because of the line drawn by 
the members S between the strict application 
of all the axioms of Pastor Wagner and the 
critical application of part of them. In 
explaining his idea of club life which has 
attracted a sufficient number of young 
men to make the project an assured suc- 
cess, Mr. Spicer says ‘‘quiet and restfulness 
far removed from the ordinary conditions 
which surround young men in the down- 
town part of the city, is our object. 

“While we will not attempt to lead the 
‘simple life’ as portrayed in the book, we 
will attempt to establish a club headquar- 
ters, where a youm@ man can go and find 
complete rest and where he can have quiet 
to read or smoke, or talk on things not ob- 
jectionable in good society.

It was great fun, Arabi 
could not depress his guns sufficientiy to 
hit us when we got under the forts. We 
had a couples of sixty-fours and a four- 
inch gun—muzzle loaders—but we did some 


damage.” 

But Lord Beresford has seen enough of 
war to recognize its folly. “I hope this 
Russo-Japanese war will show people once 
more the folly of war. America and Eng- 
land should get together and enforce the 
principle of arditration with a firm hand,

The change of hours and rate 
of pay it was said would go into force 
immediately; did that mean today, or with 
the beginning of the new month.

Eddie picked up a committee of ten of 
the most sober and best qualified working 
men he could see in the group about him 
and at their head marched back into the 
office. 

Pierce was sitting near the little round 
iron stove eating his lunch from a paper. 
His coffee was heating in a tin pail on top 
of the stove. He looked up as the men 
marched into the sacred, but narrow, crib 
of an office and gulped down a great 
mouthful of his sandwich. 

“What you want here?’ he roared. “Get 
out of this office.’’ 

“Mr. Pierce, we represent all the men 
in the shop,’ said Eddie Green. ‘They 
have nominated and elected us to speak 
for them about the notice you hung up this 
morning.” 

“I tell you to get out of here,”’ cried the 
owner. “This is my shop and I'll run it 
the way I see fit.’’ 

‘Certainly,’ said Mike O'Bierne, “that’s 
just what we want you to do. We ain't 
going to do anything agin you're doing 
just as you please with your own.” 

“Well, then, what do you mean coming 
here?’ 

“Simply to tell you that we're gving to 
claim the same privilege, and will do what 
we please with our own.” 

Pierce only glared and Green said: 

“That's just it, Mr. Pierce. We won't 
work a half-hour longer every day and we 
wont work tor 10 per cent less wages. 

“We won't, won't we?’ Pierce sneered. 
“Well, I guess you'll co as I say or 
quit. Now I’ve had enough of this. Git!” 

He drove them out with the sheer force 
of his will; they wert like a lot of school! 
boys, sullen and embarrassed, and were 
quite out on the road before their indigna- 
tion awoke. 

The 1 o'clock whistle blew and only a 
pitiful handful responded. -A few  over- 
disciplined boys who had not yet caught 
the fever and a few old men who had 
little. hope of other employment if they 
lost hold now.

Even at this stage Pierce might have 
won over a large percentage of his force, 
for they were beginning to count the cost 
of a strike in pay lost and what the wives 


at home would say. But Pierce was' 


wedded to his tactless idols and posted 
another notice discharging all of his em- 
ployes who remained away from __ their 
tasks that aftefnoon and announcing that 
they. would never again be employed in 
his factory.
